The measure, of which 
Rhodes was a_ staunch 
supporter, in its final form, 
provides industrial tax

Since the bill was 
not passed as an 


emergency measure,. the 
personal tax revenue will 
not go into effect untilthe 
1980 tax payment. 

The Senate approved the 
conference committee 
report 21 to 8. Senator M. 
Morris Jackson, Assistant 
President Pro Tem, voted 
to reject. the committee’s 
report. The Cleveland 
Democrat, regarded as a 
power in the Senate, had 
previously told The CALL 
& POST that he was 
against the bill because he 
was “committed.” 

Senator William F. 
Bowen, Cincinnati, parted 
company with his black 
colleague and voted for 
the adoption of the 
report.

Barbara Jordan's recent 
announcement that she 
will not seek re-election to 
Congress. 

Although Ms. Jordan 
declines to give reasons 
why she will not run again, 
an observer noted how 
drawn and wan the 
Congresswoman appeared 
during a recent speaking 
engagement in Columbus, 
Ohio. 

Although walking with a 
noticable limp and obviou- 
sly many pounds lighter, 
Ms. Jordan, at a Washing- 
ton D.C, press conference 
called to announce her 
decision, dismissed rumors 
that her decision was 
based on_ failing health. 

Why would a person at 
the very heights of a sdar- 
ing political career, call it 
quits? 

“The longer you stay in 
Congress the harder it is to 
leave,'' says Miss Jordan,

Poor Hardest Hit, Least Able 
To Control Usage of Energy

The poor are not only the 
hardest hit by the energy 
crisis, Maudine A. Cooper 
told the Metropolitan Club 

; they're also the 
least able to contro| their 
energy usage. 

Cooper, deputy director 
of the Washington Bureau 
of the National Urban 
League, addressed the 
club's monthly forum on 
the topic, Energy and the 
Poor. 

She noted that tips for 
cutting down on energy 
usage are irrelevant for the 
poor since they often have 
no control over the quality 
of the structure in which 
they live, and the type of 
heating. They may have 
thermostats that don’t 
work and poor insulation. 

“You have to consider 
where people are and what 
they CAN do about their 
dwellings,” she. said.

Columbus can expect an 
even colder winter than 
last year, Cooper said, 
citing figures from the 
Federal Energy Ad- 
ministration’s Winter 
Energy Data Bulletin which 
states that Cincinnati will 
be two degrees colder than 
last year and- Cleveland 
will be 19 degrees colder. 

She said government 
proposals for assistance in 
weatherizing homes would 
weatherize’ only one per- 
cen tof the substandard 
homes. 

There are emergency 
assistance programs but 
since they give help on a 
one-time basis, they do 
nothing for the ongoing 
problem, she added. 

In addition, she said, 
poor people have to figure 
out which agency has the 
money and how to best use 
it.

Botswana, Zambia, Mozambique, 
and Tanzania combined have formed 
a haven for which refugees escaping 
the terror of the governments of 
South Africa, Rhodesia and Namibia 
might find freedom and relief. At a 
time when food, housing and schools 

are Inadequate for their own citizens, 
tswama supports over 4,000 re- 
‘fugees and Zambia over 10,000. At a 
time when jobs are scarce, supplies 
have been cut off by most nations, 
and capital is hard to come by. 
Mozambique has established three 
settlements for the more than 32,000 
mostly children and adolescent 
refugees. At the same time; Tanzania 
has been willing to serve as a way 
Station for more than 500 refugees 
awaiting placement in schools in 
Nigeria and other African countries. 

Beyond the sacrifices to internal 
development being made in order to 
support the liberation movements 
and the refugees, is the threat to 
national security because South 
Africa and Rhodesia are attacking 
the borders of these countries in at- 
tempts to stop the flow of refugees. 
There is also further economic 
threat that results from the closing 
of the borders with Rhodesia ‘and 
cutting back in trade such as Zambia 
and Mozambique have done. Millions 
of dollars in salaries and wages, as 
well as thousands of jobs have been 
lost by the Frontline States in their 
efforts to apply economic sanctions 
against Rhodesia. 

President Julius Nyere emphasized 
in an interview with us that ‘“Tan- 
Zania cannot be free until all Africa is 
free.” This is indeed the position of 
all the Frontline States as well as the 
vast majority of citizens and the 
leaders and members of the liber- 
ation movements. < 

Robert Mugabe, co-leader of the 
Patriotic Front, in addressing our 
group in Maputo, Mozambique, 
reminded us that “The dissensions 
and contradictions within the ranks 
of the movement do not affect the 
main issue, which is, whether Britain 
and Smith are prepared to transfer 
power to majority rule. We want to 
see ourselves united in our deter. 
mination to achieve victory over im- 


: perialism and colonialism.” 


It has been proven over and over 
again that in unity there is strength. 
With the unity and sacrifices being 
made by the Frontline States as well 
as by the liberation movements, it is 
not difficult to share their confidence 
in the belief that soon Zimbabwe and 
Namibia will be free, and finally all 
eyes will turn south to what Zambia's 
President Kenneth Kaunda called the 
citadel oppression — the Republicof 
South Africa.

Jackson Bails Out Schools 


Although hundreds of narrow-minded ‘whites blame 
black people and especially the NAACP for foster! 
moves to desegregate public schools, it was a blac’ 
State Senator who sponsored a bill last week in the 
Ohio Senate to bail out financially troubled schoo} 
districts. 


Sen. M. Morsis Jackson, Democrat of Cleveland, 
was the chief architect of SB 384 which grants speciai 
borrowing power to school district on next year's 
revenue. The Senate, without a word about busin 
being uttered throughout the debate, the bill

The bill provides for the extension of the maturity 
date and the continuance of the obligation of certain 
current tax revenue notes issued school districts 
prior to Dec. 31, 1977. It will allow Cleveland and 
nine other chool districts that have run out of their 
1977 opecating funds to borrow enough money to 
remain in business through 1978. 

In @ matter of hours, the bill had been cleared 4 
House committee and sent to the floor for a vote. The 
House, with only a very brief debate, passed it 68 to 
17, and started it on the way to the office of Gov. 
James A. Rhodes. Rhodes signed the mesure into 
law the following morning. 

While the bill bailed out nine other school districts 
with money problems, the major input behind it ap- 
peared to have come from Cleveland. Cleveland 
School Supt. Paul Briggs and Arnold Pinkney, Schoo! 
Board President. worked closely with Jackson and 
others in clearing the way for passage of the measure. 

With the school desegregation Issue dividing 
parents along racial lines in virtually each of Ohio’s 
urban schoo! districts, it is ironical that eight of the 10 
black House members and the two black senators 
voted to bail the school systems out of their financia! 
crisis. The seven Senators and 17 House members 
voting to kill the bill are all white. Reps. James W. 
Rankin, Cincinnati, and Casey Jones, Toledo, both 
black, were absent when the-roll_call_was_taken. 

Incidentally, Jackson authored another piece of 
legislation that . could conceivably earn him a bushel 
of brownie points from PTA’s and sundry school of- 
ficials. Under the legislation he sponsored, a Joint . 
Select Committee on Schoo! Desegregation will study 
alternative to busing and the state's role in 
desegrégating public schools. The committee will 
make recommendations to the Legislature. 

In the end, the recommendations may not get 
Jackson any brownie points, but it's a cinch to be 
viewed with tense interest by people involved in the 
public school systems throughout the state.

TAX CUT BEBATED 


President Carter is talking about a tax cut next year.

Earlier, it looked like any tax cut would be linked to a 
broad tax reform package that would get rid of some of 
the inequities of the present tax svstem.

While cutting taxes is the kind of government action 
most people applaud, it is a complex issue that deserves 
careful thought. 

There are some powerful reasons for a tax cut. The 
first is the sluggish performance of the economy. Unem-

“REVERSE DISCRIMINATION” ISA FRAUD

“Reverse discrimination” 
is a fraud. The phrase 
suggests that black people 
are discriminating against 
white people. That is not 
the case anywhere in this 
country, although Allan 
Bakke would like to 
believe it is so. 

Allan Bakke, a 37-year-old white engineer, was unsuc- 
cessful in attempts to gain admission to medical schoo! 
at the University of California at Davis. He sued the 
university on his grounds of “reverse racial 
discrimination.” That case has gone all the way to the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 

On trial is not Bakke’s claim for the right of admission 
to the medical school, but instead the legitimateness of 
affirmative action anywhere that we attempt to correct 
inequities in our educational system and economic in- 
stitutions. 

Affirmative action programs help meet the needs of all 
people in this country. For example, one of the inner city 
areas where the residents have great health needs is the 
Watts section of Los Angeles, but the reality is that 
southeast Los Angeles is medically underserved. 

The country as a whole has 80 physicians per 100,000 
persons, but southeast Los Angeles has less than half 
that percentage. Nationally there is one white physician 
for every 600 white persons but only one black physician 
for every 5,000 black persons.

Dr. Woodrow Myers, in an article written for the June

students dropped by 70 from 1974 to 1975, the number of 
white students increased by 609. 

How can “reverse discrimination” exist when those 
who claim to be adversely affected by the process are 
gaining extrance into medical schools in ever  ih- 
creasing numbers? How can one individual who has

Bakke would not have been admitted even if there had 
been no affirmative action program: 
. Bakke had previously applied and been denied ad- 


University of Minnesota. Twice he was denied admission 
to thé medical school at the University of California at 
Davis, with one of the reasons being that he failed to 
meet the university’s admission requirements. 

Some medical schools are reluctant to admit first-year 
students over the age of 30. At the time of his ap- 
plication, Bakke was 32-years-old. 

The aftermath of Bakke's initial suit encompasses 


constitutionality of affirmative action program nation- 
wide. Bakke claims that the Davis special admissions 
program violated the equal protection clause of the 14th 
Amendment. 

No actual trial was held. Rather, the judge who heard 
the evidence in the case ruled that the Davis program 
did discriminate against Bakke because of his race and 
was therefore unconstitutional. He also concluded that 
Bakke was not entitled to an order of admission to Davis. 

As a result both parties (Bakke and UC Davis) ap- 
pealed the decision. On February 22, 1977 the U:S. 
Supreme Court accepted for argument Bakke vs, the 
Regents of the University of California. 

he Justice Department, after consistent pressure 
from the Congressional ‘Black Caucus and civil rights 
leaders, recently filed a brief in the case which affirms 
the use of affirmative action programs to overcome the 
effects of past discrimination. 

The brief urges the Supreme Court to reverse the 
the use of 
race a8 a factor in the administration of affirmative ac- 
tion programs. It also asks that the high court vacate and 
remand to the state court the question of Allan Bakke's 
admission so that more facts can be ascertained on the 
matter. ' 

| am indeed heartened by the verbal commitments of 
affirmative action expressed by the Carter Ad- 
ministration. The exclusion of blacks and women, and 
the overrepresentation of white males was once the 
norm. . 

Affirmative action programs are helping to erode that 
concept, and It is my wish to raise the level of minority 
education to the point where struggles over quotas and 
goals are merely a thing of the past.
